Remarks

The Specification has been amended to better define the meaning of the term 
"aqueous emulsion". The term "aqueous emulsion" is an oil-in-water emulsion, where 
water is the continuous phase in which oils or other hydrophobic molecules are dispersed, 
which by definition, is one where the ratio of water to the sum total of the remaining 
components is greater than 1, i.e., where the amount of water exceeds 50 wt % of the 
total. No new matter has been added as a result of this amendment. 

Claims 2, 4-10, 12, 14, 15 and 16-20 are presently pending in the application. 
Claims 16-20 have been allowed. Claims 2, 4-10, 12, 14 and 15 have been canceled and 
new claims 21-42 have been added. No new matter has been introduced as a result of the 
new claims. Support for new claims 21-42 can be found throughout the Specification. 
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
